While serving in the navy from 
1917 to 1923, he made numerous 
travel and news pictures. It was 
while he was with Fox Movietone 
News that he conceived the idea 
of presenting news in a more dy- 
namic form. In June, 1934, de 
Rochemont met Roy Larson of 
“Life” and “Time,” and with him 
worked out the revolutionary “The 
March of Time” technique.

Backbone of the FBI’s scienti- 
fic endeavors is its criminological 
laboratory, generally considered 
to be the finest in the world. Esta- 
blished on November 24, 1932, by 
director J. Edgar Hoover, who re- 
cognized that certain scientific 
techniques were not a part of an 


| agent’s knowledge, the FBI labor- 


atory has grown from a staff of 


| one scientist and a handful of in- 


truments to an enterprise with a 
staff of 150 highly trained ex- 
perts, technicians and other per- 
sonnel. At their disposal is mod- 
ern technological equipment val- 
ued at over $1,000,000. 
Examination of criminal evi- 
dence is the laboratory’s business. 
The electron microscope which 
may detect a chip of paint and 
thus lead to a conviction, is ca- 
pable of magnifying objects 100,- 
000 times. In the Serological Divi- 
sion, bloodstains are examined to 


determined whether they are hvu- | 


man or animal, the type of animal 
as well as possible classification of 
the blood and comparison with 
specimens of known origin. In 
the Documents Section, handwrit- 
ten or typewritten notes are stud- 
ied by experts who can make all 
types of comparisons, detect era- 
sures and restore writing. 

When the cause of death is un- 
known, the FBI’s toxicological ex- 
perts generally conduct tests to 
detect the possible presence of 
poisons or drugs. In the Ballistics 
Division, over 1,240 guns make up 
the Firearms Reference Collec- 
tion. Comparison of a bullet taken 
from the scene of the crime with 
a test bullet fired through one of 
these guns can determine the cali- 
ber and make of the weapon used 
in the commission of a crime.

The international reputation of America’s Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation was built during the successful battles 
waged against the gangs and gangsters of the Thirties. The 
FBI’s reputation as the nation’s No. 1 investigating force 
was consolidated in the Forties by its successful counter- 
offensive against enemy spies. Today the FBI mounts guard 


over the nation’s security. 
The FBI’s current war against 


| foreign espionage is the subject 


of “Walk East on Beacon,” the 
Louis de Rochemont production 
for Columbia Pictures starring 
George Murphy, 
and Virginia Gilmore at the 
ak ane Theatre. Told with de 
Rochemont realism, “Walk East 
on Beacon” bares the unique tech- 
niques of the FBI spy-smashers 
and shows how agents successful- 
ly followed clues that led to the 
capture of a coast-to-coast spy 
ring. 

Although the FBI did not be- 
come well known until after it 
smashed the great crime wave of 
the Thirties, the organization ex- 
isted for many years before. In 
1908, Attorney General Charles 
Bonaparte directed that U. S. De- 
partment of Justice investigations 
be handled by a small group of 
special agents who, the following 
year, were given the name “Bu- 
reau of Investigation.” 

In 1924, J. Edgar Hoover, then 
29 years old, was appointed Dir-

ector. He set up new requirements 
for FBI agents, who must be col- 
lege men trained in law and/or 
accounting. Congress authorized 
the transfer to the FBi of finger- 
prints at Leavenworth Penitenti- 
ary and the criminal records main- 
tained by the International Asso- 
ciation of Chiefs of Police. The 
Identification Division has since 
multiplied its original collection 
of 810,818 fingerprints to more 
than 128,000,000 sets. In 19382, 
the famed FBI Laboratory was 
established to provide scientific 
aids in criminal investigations. 
Experts examine firearms, finger- 
prints, explosives, hairs, fibers, 
blood stains and conduct thou- 
sands of other investigations an- 
nually. 

The FBI’s training facilities 
are centered in Washington. At 
the nearby FBI Academy in Vir- 
ginia, newly-appointed agents re- 
ceive their first training. Already 
qualified as lawyers or account- 
ants, they are trained as expert 
investigators.
